Reuter's Special Correspondent at 
Allied Supreme Headquarters in 
Paris stated last night:— 
“With Metz now in range of 
\merican artillery, infantry are mop- 
ning up by-passed “ pockets,” tanks 
‘re swinging into position, and 
around the city itself General Patton 
i awaiting the hour to strike. 
Inside the fortress city almost 100 
heavy guns arc pointed at the con- 
rracting American ring of steel. 
They have not yet shown their 
strength, and, so far, there are no 
reports of the U.S. gunners opening 
up against the city. 

it is the lull before the storm. 
A great duel of guns and of men 
and of tanks seems imminent. 

The strangest feature of this six- 
day-old battle is the thinness of 
German resistance. Only once, 
north of Metz in the Koenigsmacher 
area. have the Germans lashed out 
with their characteristic reaction 
against the advancing Americans. 
“Three heavy counter-attacks there 
drove Patton's men back about two 
miles. but even this effort petered 
out, and by midnight on Sunday 
all lost ground had been re- 
gained. and two infantry companies, 
cut off in the tgmporary set- 
back, rescued. 

The German commander is evi- 
dently playing a waiting game in 
the defence of a fortress vital to the 
protection of the Reich frontier. He 
is throwing in only local reserves 
all along the front, while he tries 
to fathom where the next attack will 
be made. =

GAP REDUCED 


An Associated Press correspon- 
dent stated that the gap east of 
Metz had been reduced to barely 
13 miles. & 

There was an unconfirmed report 
last night that infantry and elements 
of the 4th Armoured Division had 
crossed the Metz-Sarrebourg road 
and railway to reach the town of 
Bermering, 28 miles east of Metz. 
German radio stated that An erican 
troops. had penetrated into the 
citadel of Thionville, and that heavy 
hghting was in progress. 

Thionville, 17 miles north of 
Metz, was occupied by Americans 
in the western half and by Germans 
in the eastern, according to the latest 
Allied front despatches. 

The Americans are also reported 
by the German News Agency to be 
attacking Fort Driant, described as 
an Outer strong-point of Metz. This 
fort was attacked by the Americans 
some weeks ago without success. 
On the United States 1st Army 
front Gereral Hodges has now re- 
covered all ground lost to recent 
counter-attacks in the Hurtgen 
Forest. south-east of Aachen, and

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TIRPITZ SUNK BY R.AF. 
12,000-LB. BOMBS 


6¢'P HE Tirpitz has been sunk.” 
T This five-word message 
announcing the end of the last 
big unit of the German Navy 
was flashed to the world last 
night, barely eight hours after 
the news that the battleship had 
been again hit in the Tromsé 
Fjord by 12,000-lb. bombs. 
Only one of the twenty-nine Lan- 
casters of R.A.F. Bomber 
Command which made this 
eighth attack on the 45,000 tons 

i battleship is missing. 

The attack from Britain involved a 
round flight of 2,400 miles 

Admiral von Tirpitz, which was 
completed in 1941, had a comple- 
ment of about 1,600 men, with a 
main armament of eight 15-inch 
guns, and a secondary armament of 
twelve 5.9-inch guns. Her designed 
speed was 30 knots. 

The last big unit of the German 
Navy, she was sister ship of the 
sunken Bismarck. The Germans 
have been at great pains to get her 
back to Kiel. Each time these 
plans have been frustrated, despite 
elaborate defence .measures and 
after months of salvage work. 

A British Air Ministry com- 
muniqué, announcing the sinking, 
said :—* The Tirpitz has been sunk. 
On Sunday morning 29 Lancasters 
of R.A.F. Bomber Command, led 
by Wing-Commander J. B. Tait, 
D.S.0O., D.F.C.. and Squadron- 
Leader A. G. Williams, attacked the 
German battleship Tirpitz with 
12,000 pound bombs. There were 
several direct hits, and within a 
few minutes the ship capsized and 
sunk. One of our aircraft is miss- 


ing. 

Shortly before 10.30 a.m. on Sun- 
day a force of 32 Lancasters arrived 
over Tromso Fjord, where the Tir- 
pitz was lying. At 10.30 the Tir- 
pitz was hit. At 10.45 she was seen 
to be on fire. As the last aircraft 
turned for home she was seen to be 


the. fjord. : 

Although 32 Lancasters flew to 
the fjord, only 29 took part in the 
actual attack. . 

After capsizing the Tirpitz has 
settled on the bottom of 

Tromso Fjord, states the British 

Air Ministry News Service. Only 

her keel and some part of the 

bottom of the ship can be seen 
above water. 

The Prime Minister has sent this 
message to Air Chief Marshal Sir 
Arthur Harris, Air Officer Com- 
manding-in-Chief, R.A.F. Bomber 
Command :—“ Heartiest congratula- 
tions to all.” 


EIGHTH ATTACK 3 


The Tirpitz was moved to Tromso 
Fjord after a surprise raid on Sep- 
tember 15th, when, at Kaa Fjord, 
an extension of Alten Fjord, Lan- 
casters, without loss, attacked her 
with 12,000lb. bombs. The Lan- 
casters then flew from a Russian 
base near Archangel. 

Sunday’s attack was the eighth on 
the Tirpitz since March, 1942, by the 
R.A.F., the Fleet Air Arm, Royal 
Navy Midget submarines and a 
Russian submarine. 

: The first attack on her was made 
in March, 1942, by twelve Alba- 
cores operating from the aircraft 
carrier; H.M.S. Victorious, but no 
damage was sustained by the Tir- 


pitz. 
On July 8th, 1942, a Russian 
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submarine claimed two torpedo hits 
and serious damage to the battle- 
ship in the Barents Sea. She was 
believed to be undérgoing repairs 
at Trondheam in October and 
November. She later went up to 
Alten Fiord. 

On September 9th, 1943, she 
made her only operational sortie, 
when, in company with the Scharn- 
horst and screened by destroyers, 
she raided: Spitzbergen. She then 
returned to Alten Fjord, Northern

Norway, where, on September 22nd, 
1943, she was attacked by British 
midget submarines and sustained 
such. severe under-water damage 
that she was immobilised for many 
months. 

This was the third attack on the 
Tirpitz with 12,000lb. bombs. In 
the first attack, when the Tirpitz 
was in Kaa Fjord, one 12,000 
pounder hit and serfously damaged 


when the ship had moved westwards 
to Tromsé Fjord, on her way for 
repair in a German dockyard. 


Ex-Teacher To Be 
Tried Fer Murder 


OHN MOLONEY (39). ex- 
teacher, Bridge House, Knock- 
long, Co. Limerick, at a_ special 
court in Kilmallock Ag FC was 
returned for. trial to the Central 
Criminal Court on the charge of the 
murder of Joseph Kirwan, Divisional 
Inspector of Vocational Schools in 
Munster, at Hospital Vocational 
School on October 20th. 

Michael Moran, Chief Executive 
Officer, Co. Limerick Vocational 
Education Committee, said that he 
had frequent «correspondence with 
the accused man for the past ten 
ears. He was appointed Engineer- 
ing Instructor in Hospital Vocational 
School in 1934 for one year, and 
this was renewed annually until his 
recognition as a teacher was with- 
drawn by the Minister for Educa- 
tion, with effect after August 3lst, 
1942. Witness produced a letter 
written to him by the accused man, 
dated May. 23rd, 1935, which made 
reference to Mr. Kirwan. The 
accused man went on a teacher's 
long training course about October, 
1935, in which he was successful. 
Witness produced a copy of a letter 
written by him to the accused 
man, dated June 18th, 1942, 
enclosing copy of a letter from the 
Department and a copy of the re- 
port of the inspection held in May, 
1942. The report “was unfavour- 
able. 

Subsequently the accused man 
asked him to carry out the com- 
mittee’s decision to appeal again 
to the Minister for Education to 
receive a deputation on his behalf, 
and witness promised to do so. 

Dr. J, F. Burke, Chief Inspector, 
Department of Education, gave 
evidence that a special inspection 
was made of the accused man’s 
classes in May, 1942. A communi- 
cation dated June 13th, 1942, was 
sent to the Chief;Executive Officer 
(Mr. Moran), which included a 
copy of the inspection report and 
an intimation that recognition of 
the accused man as a teacher would 
be withdrawn from the end of the 
session.

Charges Against Institute 
“ Unfounded ” 


R. DONAL O’SULLIVAN, 
Cairn Hill, Foxrock, Co. 
Dublin, in a letter dated November 
llth to the Editor of the Irish 
Times, writes :— 

“On the motion for the adjourn- 
ment in the Dail last Thursday, Mr. 
de Valera attempted to justify the 
Government's action in cancelling 
the lecture which Dr. Jan Masaryk, 
the Czechoslovak Foreign Minister, 
had agreed to deliver at a private 
meeting of the Irish Institute of 
International Affairs on the pre- 
vious Friday. But the Head of the 
Government went much further 
than mere justification; he traversed 
the avowed objects of the Institute 
and aspersed the honour and public 
reputation of members of iis 
Council. I am a Vice-president of 
the Institute, and one of those 
whom he mentioned by name, and, 
in the circumstances, I beg leave to 
reply. 


“The Institute, according to Mr. 


-de-Valera, is .a- ‘so-called " 


te, 
which “has assuméd a title which 
ives a wholly misleading idea of 
ts activities. It “has become a 
ocus of propaganda devoted en- 
tirely to encouraging a particular 
point of view in_ relation to 
the present war.’ The Institute 
makes a practice of arrang- 
ing meetings ‘at which speeches 
attacking the Government and the 
policy expressed by the people are 
to be made, with its ' Vice-Presi- 
dents getting up in front of 
foreigners and providing ammuni- 
tion for people who wish to say 
that neutrality has been forced by 
the Irish Government on the Irish 
people.’ Its ‘leading | lights’ 
‘wanted to put themselves above 
the Government—they thought they 
were the Government, notwithstand- 
ing the decisions of the people.’ In 
the result, ‘they debased_ the 
Government of their own country 
before foreign countries.’ 


MISREPRESENTED 


“In all these wild and whirling 
words the reader will find no tittle 
of evidence to buttress the grave 
allegations made. | here state 
categorically that no such evidence 
exists and that Mr. de Valera’s 
speech is a tissue of misrepresenta- 
tions from beginning to end. The 
Institute was founded in 1936—not 
with the grandiose idea of making 
it an Irish Chatham House fa char- 
tered and richly-endowed body, 
with which Mr. de Valera foolishly 
contrasts it), but rather upon the 
model of the Institutes in the over- 
seas Dominions and India, which, 
like ours, came into existence under 
the encouragement of Chatham 
House and with its good-will. 

“The object of the founders, 
which has been pursued with single- 
minded endeavour ever since, was 
to provide a centre for the study 
of international affairs and a forum 
wherein they could be freely dis- 
cussed; and they threw member- 
ship open to all at a nominal sub- 
scription of ten shillings a year. 
They initiated study-groups — an 
activity intermitted by the war; 
they began to form a specialised 
library; above all, they felt that a 
knowledge of current international] 
problems and trends could best be 
disseminated by periodical lectures 
from resident or visiting experts. 
Following the example of Chatham 
House, the Institute debarred itself 
by its rules from expressing an 
opinion on any aspect of inter- 
national affairs; it eschewed any- 
thing in the nature of propaganda; 
and its members never regarded the 
Institute as a platform for their 
views either on domestic problems 
or on international problems in their 
domestic aspect. 

“The _ distinguished men who 
write and lecture under the auspices 
of Chatham House freely criticise, , 
upon occasion, the policy of the 
British Foreign Office. This example 
was not followed by the Irish 
Institute, even in time of péace; but 
the coming of war demanded 
an even greater circumspection. 
It goes without saying that 
the members were completely 


loyal to the State and to the Govern- 


ment; and, though their private 
opinions might conceivably differ 
in some cases, they recognised that 
the policy of neutrality had the 
support of the vast majority of the 
people. The Institute’s meetings 
were held in private, and without 
Press yeferences; and due cir- 
cumspection was invariably observed 
alike by the lecturers and in 
the subsequent discussions. Our 
neutrality was not adverted to, and 
the Government was never attacked 
for its policy.

| Mr, de Valera then endeavoured to 
prove his tase by citing 4 déeree 
made in 1936 by the Swiss Federal 
Council, according to which the or- 
anisers of meetings at which 
oreigners are to speak must obtain 
permission from the Department of 
Justice. So far from proving. his 
case, it disproves it. 

« “Prior to 1936 a foreigner in 
Switzerland, whether visiting or re- 
sident, enjoyed the same freedom of 
speech as a citizen, and organisers 
of meetings at which foreigners 
were to speak required no 
Government permission. In 
other words, the Swiss prac- 
tice up to 1936 was identical 
with that in other democratic 
countries. But in February of that 
year Herr Gustloff, the leader in 
Switzerland of the German National 
Socialist Party Foreign Organisation, 
was assassinated at Davos by a 
fellow-German. This event caused 
extreme tension between the Swiss 
and German Governments, and, 
with the object of avoiding such 
incidents in future, the Swiss Federal 
Council suppressed the German 
National Socialist Party and other 
foreign organisations within its 
territory, and, as a corollary, it 
issued this decree, restricting the 
right of foreigners to freedom of 
speech within its jurisdiction. It is 
the exception which proves the rule, 
and it affords no analogy with Irish 
conditions, nor has it any bearing 
on the present case. As I fine said,

RECKLESSNESS 


“In conclusion, I wish to rebut a 
grave charge made against the 
integrity of the Institute and its 
Council. Mr. de Valera stated that

a report was supplied to the news- 
apers by the Institute itself.’ Mr. 
cGilligan having denied this, Mr.

HELPING BELGIUM 


Experts will meet this week to 
arrange for the reorganisation and 
equipping of the Belgian Army, so 
that it may take its share in the war 
against Germany, the Press Associa- 
tion Diplomatic Correspondent stated 
last might. “M. Spaak, Belgian 
Foreign Minister, gave me this in- 
formation in an interview in 
London to-night. He explained 
that, while Belgium has many men 
ready to serve, they have no equip- 
ment or armament. Further, 
Belgian military buildings are being 
used by Allied armies, The 
Minister is here to tell the British 
Government of his country’s diffi- 
culties, principally the food situa- 
tion and army re-organisation. 

“ The food situation in the weeks 
after the liberation was very bad, 
but it is now improving slowly, 
although means of distribution are 
still inadequate to maintain normal 
work and activities. We are lucky 
to have the wheat crop, which the 
Germans had no opportunity of 
taking away, but there is only suffi- 
cient “for three or four months, 
even with the ration down to ten 
ounces a day.

AT a mceting of the Irish Rugby 
Football Union, held recently 
in Dublin, suggestions that some of 
the rules of the game be examined 
with a view to amendment were not 
too favourably received. It was 
pointed out that no individual 
country has the right to change, or 
experiment with, rules, the Interna- 
tional Rules Board being the only 
body empowered to do this; but 
there is very little doubt that the 
rules relating to the knock-on are 
crying out for revision, and there 
seems to be no earthly reason why 
referees should not apply a 
common-sense reading to them. . 
The charging-down of a kick is 
one point which, under the present 
interpretation, reacts most unfavour- 
ably to the attacking side. What 
happens nowadays is this—the ball 
is ig rape towards the ape! line, 
and the attacking side follows up 
fast; the defending full-back fields, 
or picks up, and harassed by the 
player or players following UP, 
attempts a hasty clearance to touch; 
the kick is charged down, leaving 
the line open for a try, yet. the 
referee invariably whistles for a 
knock-on and orders a scrum 
thereby depriving the attackers o 
nearly all the advantage they have 


gained. ; 

Now, this is not common-sense. 

Charging a kick is one of the accepted 

features of the game of Rugby foot- 

ball.

fending players charge from behind 
the line in the hope of upsetting the 
place-kicker’s aim, or of touching the 
ball in flight, and thereby nullify- 
ing the two points if the ball goes 
between the posts. Charging down a 
mark is also in the rules, yet the 
attacking player who shows speed, in- 
itiative and determination in charging 
down a kick in the ordinary play 
derives far less benefit than he deserves 
for his enterprise, and, conversely, the 
full-back or other defending player, is 


not sufficiently penalised for a lack of 
‘skill. 


The tule covering the knock-on is 
framed to penalise the ployer who de- 
win á or accidentally, blocks the 
ball with outstretched hands; but the 
referees go further than this and 
whistle for the scrum, no matter how 
the player charges down the kick. To 
my mind, this is depriving the game 
of one of its features. Í would £° 
further and say that even if t 
attacker uses his hands to block an 
attempted touch clearance, he deserves 
to benefit by his quickness and cour- 
age in the particular situation, and 
that the defender, who has not the 
skill or quickness to beat the attacker, 
deserves to pay the penalty. 

An example of this occurred at 
Lansdowne road on Saturday, when 
Con Murphy, possibly the best Irish 
full-back since W. E. Crawford. had 
a clearance charged down near his 
goal-line by a fast U.C.D. three- 
quarter; yet, with a try almost cer- 
tain, the whistle went for a scrum. 
It would be interesting to have the 
views of players and referees on this 
point, for, as the rule is interpreted at 
present, it seems to deprive teams of 
many a well-earned try.

Holland, where the British and 
Canadians, faced with appalling 
obstacles of weather and terrain, 
are intensifying their assaults on 
the German lines. They have 
not yet been able to.gain undis- 
puted control of the Scheldt 
estuary, with the result that, 
although they occupy Antwerp, 
the full use of the port still is 
denied to them. Transport is 
playing an increasingly impor- 
tant part in this war, and the fact 
that the Allies have so few 
serviceable ports along the 
English Channel has been, and 
still is, a great handicap to their 
generals. If the British airborne 
division had achieved complete 
success at Arnhem, the whole 
problem of the northern flank 
might have been solved at one 
blow. This history of warfare, 
however, would have been vastly 
different but for the number of 
“ if’s”’ which stud its pages; and 
the fact is that the Arnhem enter- 
prise did not succeed, with the 
result that the Siegfried Line, 
even after the capture of Aachen, 
was not turned. The British and 
Canadian generals now are try- 
ing to do in comparatively easy 
stages what they had hoped to 
do, as it were, overnight; but it 
is obvious that no spectacular 
advances can be anticipated on 
this part of the front. The 
Germans, whose main object is 
to gain time, and to keep in their 
possession for as long as possible 
launching sites for their “ V-1” 
and “V-2” attacks on Britain, 
are clinging stubbornly to every 
inch of Dutch territory. They 
also continue to occupy Dunkirk; 
and only yesterday it was re- 
ported that the Americans had 
started a fresh attack against the 
garrison at St: Nazaire, the very 
existence of which almost had 
been forgotten. 


, In a speech in Paris some da} - 


ago, Mr. Winston Churchill 
expressed the opinion that the war 
against: Germany might be over 
before the end of six months, 
Evidence of Allied determination 
to force a decision is afforded by 
the fact that General Patton’s 3rd 
American Army has mounted 
what seems to be a large-scale 
offensive against the German lines 
in the neighbourhood of Metz. 
From the very outset—indeed, 
since the early days of 1940—it has 
been manifest that the existence 
of the Siegfried Line was no 
myth, The Germans have had

In 1942 we paid for £35 million 
worth of imports by £33 million 
worth of exports, and we had £2 
million to debit, but a net income 
from abroad of £28 million, leaving

that we had a million to credit, while 
our net income from abroad had risen 
to £31 million. (The increase in net 
income from abroad was mainly due 
to increase in emigrants’ § re- 
mittances.) Thus in the four years 
of trading during the war we have 
paid for imports by exports, and 
we have, in addition, a total to 
credit of some £75 million. 


IMPORTS— 
The figures of imports indicate 
that since 1941 a definite change 


has taken place. From that year 


onwards our net income m a 


early or easy return to the enjoy- 
ment.of pre-war luxuries is pure 
day-dreaming and wishful think- 
ing. If as a people we are to pull 
ourselves out of the present years 
of scarcity and try and promote 
national prosperity, we will have 
to rid ourselves of ideas that the 
limited post-war volume of im- 
ports which may be available to 
us can be absorbed in vate 
motor cars and luxuries. nless 
we are to go the road of the im- 
provident wastrel, it would appear 
that for many years to come 
priority will have to be given in 
imports to raw materials essential 
to the oa of agriculture 
and industry and to machinery. 
In other wards, we should 

ourselves of ideas of wasting our 
substance on consumer goods and, 
in particular, consumer luxuries, 


FIRE-FIGHTING 


Mr. Russell has shown how 
electricity, drainage and water 
supply, both for domestic purposes 
and fire-fighting, are interconnected. 
He has suggested covered under- 
ground tanks for fire-fighting, a 
proposal which will inevitably be 
limited by cost to towns of, say, 
1,500 population and upwards. 
These towns house in all a little 
over one million people, under 36 
per cent. of our population. 

The scheme outlined b 
“Scrutator” allows for about 5 
staffed and equip fire-fighting 
centres. Each of these would have 
to cover on an average some 500 
square miles—an average working 
radius of 13 miles. As the distance 
would often be double this, | do 
not think that the hand extinguish- 
ing appliances he suggests in the 
Civic Guard barracks would be an 
gal supplement. 

The war has brought about the 
roduction of trailer fire pumps in 
arge numbers, The machinery for 
producing more of them at a low 
cost is still available, I suggest 
that’ the fire-fighting, recreational, 
agricultural, insurance and produc- 
tion technicians get together; for I 
believe they could produce a scheme 
at low cost which would fulfil the 
following requirements:— 

1. Provide a trailer pump in every 
village, to be towed by the hackney 
car which is in nearly all cases 
already there. 

2. Provide open water tanks for 
use as fire-fighting reserves and 
swimming pools at all villages and 
large houses. 

3. Adapt the trailer pump so-that 
it can be used for agricultural pest 
control on potatoes, fruit, etc. 

4. In view of the facilities pro- 
vided, reduce the fire insurance on 
buildings as an inducement to build 
the tanks, 

Under this scheme I think that 
the provision of storage tanks 
could be left to local initiative, and 
that the State or local authority 
should supply the trailer pumps, in 
the use of which the Civic Guard 

could be trained, 

I give this as an example of the 
way in which I believe plans should 
be produced, Taken separately, 
ideal schemes for fire-fighting, 
swimming pools and pest control 
are prohibitive on account of the 
cost, An essential of planning is 
the co-operation of technical experts 
to produce a joint scheme which 
keeps the ultimate end always in
